The meeting of the city board of 
trustees Monday night was an in- 
teresting session, inasmuch as the 
action taken involved more than 
$20,000 of the taxpayer's monev. 
However, the people are well satis- 
fied with the work of the board and 
the business like methods adopted 
in giving Albany one of the best 
macadamized thoroughfares ‘that 
good material can produce. 

W.J. Schmidt, the contractor, is 
a Berkeley man, well known for 
his qualifications in road construc- 
tion, and also for his record asa 
good citizen of the fair dealing 
kind. 

Mr. Schmidt sugyested to the 
board that the wurk be postponed 
fora few weeks, until the heavy 
winter storms were over; that the 
work would be more satisfactory, 
and that he could guarantee a 
much better job. He said the 
foundation for the paving would be 
firmer after the rains and conditions 


better in every way to make the; 


work permanent. He suggested 
that he had property abutting San 
Pablo ave., some 700 feet frontage, 
and that he particularly desired to 
see that the paving was up to and 
a little above standard. 

The board -agreed with Mr. 
Schmidt after some debating and 
questions by Trustees Brown and 
Green.

In order to facilitate the work 
and avoid later inconveniences of 
tearing up the macadam for install- 
ing gas mains and water pipe, those 
companies have been notified to 
get busy and install their material 
when the street is being paved, as 
there will be no excavating allowed 
except tunneling after the macadam 
is laid. 

Bitulithic paving material will 
be used throughout the job, and 
when completed, Albany will bave 
one of the finest thoroughfares in 
the state, bar none. 


The board of trustees are to be 
commended for the business-like 
manner in which they have handled 
the San Pablo avenue improvement, 
and also for their good judgment 
in taking care of the details in the 
matter of culverts, water and gas 
mains, which are to be installed in 
advance, thereby protecting the 
permanent work and avoiding 
numerous inconveniences.

Major-General Frederick Funston, 
fighting man was born in New Car- 
O., November 9, 1865. When 
he was two years old _ his parents 
moved to Kansas, in which state Fun- 
ston was reared and educated. 


The short, slender youttg Funston 
of the University of Kansas early 
acquired a reputation as a fearless 
His first record fight was 


with a 200-pound bad man who at- 


jtacked the student with a razor and 


threatened to cut him up. Funston 
disarmed the ruffian, and, to do 
things right, marched him through 
the streets of Lawrence to the po- 
lice station. 

Funston gained considerable local 
fame a few years later, when as city 
editor of a newspaper in Fort Smith, 
Ark., he took advantage of the ab- 
sence of the publisher to attack a 
few of his own paper’s pet political 
leaders. The politicians made dire 
promises to wreck Funston and the 
newspaper plant, but he stayed un- 
til his superior returned. Then he 
resigned, after turning over the plant, 
intact. 

Later he worked as a reporter in 
Kansas City, Mo. He was a pas- 
senger train conductor on the Santa 
Fe for a time, and a story is told of 


how he threw a drunken cowboy 
from a train and then chased the 
offender several miles on foot be- 


cause he threw a stone through one 


of the windows. 
Waited.

Funston was a botanist with the 
United States Death Valley expedi- 
tion in 1891, and after that he went 
to Alaska. 

Returning to the States, Funston 
settled down for a short time and 
then went to Cuba, where he got his 
first military experience as an officer 
under General Gomez in the insurrec- 
tion against Spain, 

Funston commanded sections of 
Gomez's artillery, first as a captain 
and later as a major and leutenant- 
colonel. He gerved with the Cubans 
for eighteen months, taking part in 
twenty-two engagements and_ receiv- 
ing three wounds. He resigned his 
command after the execution, against 
his wishes, of fifty guerrillas, who 
had sided with the Spaniards. 

On his way to Havana to return 
to the United States Funston was 
Spaniards and threat- 
ened with execution. He swallowed 
a letter to the President of Cuba, 
which would have established his 
identity, and escaped death. 

Then came the sinking of the 
Maine.

Then Funston set out to end the 
Philippine insurrection, which fol- 
lowed the Spanish-American war. He 
captured Aguinaldo, the leader of the 
insurrection. That ended it. 


They tell a story of Funston under 
fire in the Philippines. It seemed 
certain the enemy would. wipe out 
three of his companies, and another 


officer asked the commander how 
long he could hold his position. 
“Until I am mustered out!” Fun- 


ston shouted. He won the battle. 

On arrival of the Kansas troops 
from the Philippines, Funston was 
presented with a sword, the gift of 
3000 KanSans. The sword was said 
at the time to have. been the hand- 
somest gift of its kind ever given 
an American war hero. General Fun- 
ston never forgot Kansas, and had 
planned to spend his last days in the 
Sunflower State. 


After the war and the Philippine 
insurrection, when the volunteers 
were mustered out, Funston was re- 
tained as a brigadier-general in the 
regular army. He commanded Amer- 
ican troops at Vera Cruz in 1914, 
and while he was there he was made 
a major-general, 

When President Wilson decided ‘to 
get Villa,’’ Funston, department com- 
mander at Fort Sam Houston, Texas, 
was chosen for the job. 

Funston commanded the  Depart- 
ment of the West after the San 
Francisco fire of 1906, and directed 
the military forces which kept order 
here. 

General Funston married Miss Eda 
Blankart of Oakland in 1898.
